‘Inclusive education’ 
funds net proposed 9-5 
per cent boost in city’s 
public schools

Edmonton Public Schools 
trustees approved proposed 
funding for the 2012-13 year 
Tuesday that boosts special 
needs or “inclusive education” 
dollars by nearly $17 million. 

While he is not expecting 
any deep cuts to staff, the EPSB 
chair said the final budget 
will not be known until June, 
when enrolment is known 
and teachers’ contracts likely 
negotiated. 

“There’s some unknowns 
at the moment and that’s a 
cause of some concern but 
we’re appreciative that this 
level of funding has come in, 
as opposed to a zero increase,” 
said Dave Colburn. 


By the numbers: 


• Major changes in the 
proposed EPSB distribu¬ 
tion of funds in 2012-3 
include $52.3 million for 
inclusive education, a 
9.5 % increase, and 34 
% more in school alloca¬ 
tion. 


• The Inclusive Education 
allotment replaces the 
Severe Disabilities Grant 
($33.9 million) and ECS 
Mild and Moderate 
Funding {$1.6 mil¬ 
lion), amounting to a 
$l6.8-million boost. 


The board also gave two 
readings to an “inclusive edu¬ 
cation” policy that focuses on 
special needs’ student pro¬ 
gramming in regular class¬ 
rooms. 

Kathiyn Burke, a mother of 
two teen sons with exception¬ 
al learning needs, called the 
proposed funding and policy 
“a step in the right direction.”

Santonim quits Republican race 


Rick Santorum is out. 

The staunch social con¬ 
servative who climbed from 
the basement of the polls to 
give Republican front-runner 
Mitt Romney a run for his 
money in the party’s un¬ 
predictable presidential race 
has ended his campaign. 

“While this presidential 
race is over for me, and we 
will suspend our campaign ef¬ 
fective today, we are not done 
fighting,” Santorum said in 
Gettysburg, Pa., on Tuesday. 

“We are going to continue 
to fight for the Americans 
who stood up and gave us 


that air under our wings.” 

Santorum, who was fa¬ 
cing a tough battle against 
Romney in his home state of 
Pennsylvania in the Repub¬ 
lican primary on April 24, 
launched a tenacious cam¬ 
paign against the Mormon 
millionaire to become his No. 
1 threat in the race. 

The former Pennsylvania 
senator’s departure from the 
race all but assures Romney 
will get the nomination. 

Santorum was the only 
candidate who stood a chance 
of preventing Romney from 
amassing the 1,144 delegates 


needed to seal the nomina¬ 
tion before the Republican 
convention in August. 

Romney praised San¬ 
torum, calling him an “able 
and worthy competitor” and 
an “important voice” in the 
party. 

The one-time Massachu¬ 
setts governor outspent San¬ 
torum in several close races 
in key swing states, dropping 
money bombs that created 
no shortage of bad blood be¬ 
tween the two campaigns. 

Santorum did not endorse 
Romney as he announced he 
was leaving the race. 


U.S. President Barack 
Obama’s re-election cam¬ 
paign team took the oppor¬ 
tunity to malign Romney, 
sa 3 dng he was “finally able to 
grind down” his rivals. 

“But neither he nor his 
special-interest allies will be 
able to buy the presidency 
with their negative attacks,” 
Obama campaign manager 
Jim Messina said in a state¬ 
ment. 

“The more the American 
people see of Mitt Romney, 
the less they like him and the 
less they trust him.”

Historic court case 
begins. Man who 

admits killing 77 in 
massacre that shocked 
the world could be 
locked up for life 


When Anders Behring Brei¬ 
vik goes on trial next week, 
both the prosecution and the 


defence will say he killed 77 
people in a bomb-and-shoot- 
ing massacre that jolted the 
world’s image of terrorism. 

The only question now is 
whether the self-styled anti- 
Muslim militant was sane 
when he did it — and after a 
new psychiatric assessment 
Tuesday, even that may no 
longer be in dispute.

The twin attacks on July 
22 — a bomb in Oslo’s gov¬

Feeding your taste for space 



What’s on the menu 
in the cosmic diner? 

Algae slime and spicy, 
smelly foods... but 
also some normal 
dishes, freeze-dried

When budding space tourists 
prepare to step aboard their 
commercial cosmic flight, 
what can they expect as their 
in-flight meal? 

“Plenty of pungent, spicy 
and piquant food,” says food 
scientist Robin Fegen, who 
specializes in preparing space 
cuisine for food enthusiasts. 




Out-of-this-world flavours 


“We recommend serving a very strong cheese 
that has a powerful taste, as in space you lose 
your normal sense of smell.... Other favourites 
include anything doused with chili and garlic.” 

Robin Fegen, the Robin Collective 


Fegen, 26, is the direc¬ 
tor of the Robin Collective, 
a London-based group of 
entrepreneurs that hosts ex¬ 
perimental food banquets for 
trend-hungry 3 mppies. 

After collaborating with 
an astronaut and a space- 
nutrition expert at a recent 
science fair, some of Fegen’s 
dishes have been “certified” 
as potential food for cosmic 
travel, he says. 


“Each food tries to over¬ 
come eating problems that 
can crop up in space,” says 
Fegen. 

“For example, we recom¬ 
mend serving a very strong 
cheese that has a powerful 
taste, as in space you lose 
your normal sense of smell.” 

Eighty-five to 90 per cent 
of taste is controlled by your 
olfactory organs and at zero- 
gravity molecules in the air 


don’t spread out in the same 
way. 

“Other favourites include 
an 3 fthing doused with chili 
and garlic.” 

As refrigerators use a lot 
of electrical power, they are a 
no-no in space. Instead, food 
is irradiated, dehydrated or 
freeze-dried for preservation. 

“The good thing is that 
most dishes on Earth can be 
prepared into ‘flight-ready’ 


meals,” NASA food scientist 
Michele Perchonok tells Met¬ 
ro. 

“Unfortunately, having 
pizza in space is impossible, 
as each component — wheat, 
sauce and cheese — requires 
at least partial gravity to pre¬ 
pare.” 

So, in space, while you sac¬ 
rifice some foods, you can try 
new ones. 

Spirulina, a green algae 
that is rich in protein and B 
vitamins, is touted as a future 
space crop by the European 
Space Agency’s project MEL- 
iSSA, which researches grow¬ 
ing food in potential lunar 
bases on Mars. 

But as Fegen describes, 
“It’s what I call an algal 
slime that tastes like a dirty 
fish tank.” 



Not over the moon for stinky cheese 


I paid Robin Fegen a visit to 
try out his homemade space 
food. 

First on the sampling 
menu is spirulina, that 
brownish-greenish algae 
that’s packed with protein 
and B vitamins. 

I got around that nasty 
“dirty, fish-tank” taste by 
eating it in a thick goo of 
chocolate. 

The cocoa was over¬ 
whelming, while the spiru¬ 


lina gave a bit of a tingle on 
the tongue. 

With gusto, I tried the 
algae on its own — more 
tingling, but this messy 
powder-like algae leaves a 
stench only a fisherman can 
love. 

Next on the menu was 
chili “caviar.” 

No doubt inspired by the 
Russian space-trekking aris¬ 
tocracy, this dish has all the 
texture and complexion of 


real caviar — only it’s made 
out of some brown algae 
and is hot ’n’ spicy. 

Just like caviar, expect 
that surprise bursting- 
bubble sensation on your 
tongue, and then a power¬ 
ful pow of pepper striking 
your taste buds. I would still 
prefer to sneak on some 
ketchup. 

Curiously, I noted that 
U.S. astronauts have the 
hots for chili, while Russian

A Q&A with NASA food-sdentist 
Michele Perchonok. 

When you’re up in space, 
are you stuck with the same 
food a lithe time? 

Not at all. Right now we prepare 
over 180 food types; we can feed 
a crew with three mealsa dayfor 
eight to lO days without 
repeating the same meal twice. 

So what type of food do 
NASA’s astronauts eat? 

Basically any food can be eaten 
upthere, buttheyneedto be 
processed so that they're not 
easily spoiled and can be eaten 
at zero-gravity. Contrary to 
what people may think, 
astronauts don't really eat 
pureed, condensed foods 
straight from a tube. The Apollo 
crew did, but they were only in 
flight for a few days. When 
you're up in space on longer 
missions, you have to have more 
acceptable meals. There is also a 
lot of psychology involved in 
eating there — many astronauts 
seek "comfort food" like 
macaroni and cheese that they 
might not normally eat on Earth. 

You pick the foods astronauts get 
to eat. Do they have a say in it? 

In fact, they do — after each 
mission, a crew memberis 
debriefed and they can suggest 
what new foods they can eat. 
After enough requests from 
crew members, we added 
vegetarian chili and Caribbean 
jerk chicken to our menu.

Canadians yet to 
act on debt despite 
intentions: Reports 

More Canadians acknow¬ 
ledge they may be reaching 
the upper limits on bor¬ 
rowing but they have yet to 
act on it, two new reports 
suggest. 

A survey released Tues¬ 
day by accoimting firm PwC 
foimci that 63 per cent of re¬ 
spondents saici they wanted 
to decrease their debt levels 
over the next year — up 4.5 
per cent from a year earlier 
— and many in^cated they 
were ready to cut back on 
discretionaiy spending. 

But in a separate report 
based on actual spending 
patterns, Moneris Solutions 
foimd that consumers had 
yet to act on their inten¬ 
tions. The data showed that 
consumer credit and debit 
card spending in Canada 
continued to grow.

Axe falls on 
CBC programs 
as cuts begin 


Media. World-

Big budget cuts at the CBC 
are putting “everything” on 
the chopping block — in¬ 
cluding hit shows Republic 
of Doyle and Heartland, pro¬ 
gramming boss Kirstine Stew¬ 
art said Tuesday, as the public 
broadcaster axed CBC News 
Network’s Connect with 
Mark Kelley and CBC Radio’s 
Dispatches. 

Tough decisions about 
howto manage a $225-million 
shortfall will include shaving 
six existing or planned shows 
from the public broadcaster’s 
TV lineup, said Stewart, exec¬ 
utive vice-president of CBC’s 
English Services. 

“We are making those 
decisions next week and 
we’ve got some pretty strong 


criteria to make those deci¬ 
sions,” Stewart said after CBC 
staff were briefed on job and 
program cuts in an internal 
meeting. 

“But in the end, what 
we’re tiying to do is protect 
the programming that Can¬ 
adians seem to be most in¬ 
terested in and it will really 
narrow down the variety of 
programming that we’ve 
been able to give Canadians 
over the last few years.” 

Staff learned Tuesday that 
CBC TV’s programming and 
news departments will bear 
the brunt of punishing cuts 
planned over the next three 
years. They include shuttered 
news bureaus in Africa and 
South America as well the 
elimination of 88 news jobs. 

“It’s not a good day for 
CBC,” said Marc-Philippe 
Laurin, president of the Can¬ 
adian Media Guild’s CBC 
branch. “Canadians are really 
going to see a difference on 
the TV screen and hear a dif¬ 
ference on CBC Radio.”

Very Bad Idea Department: 

James McCartney, son of Paul 
the Beatle, was caught musing 
out loud the other day about 
forming a band composed ex¬ 
clusively of the sons of former 
Beatles: himself, Sean Lennon 
(John), Dhani Harrison (George) 
and Zak Starkey (Ringo). 

James, cruelly described by 
the Telegraph as a “plumper, 
sadder, balder” version of his 
famous dad, told the BBC he 
fantasizes about being better 
than the Beatles. At 34, he 
better huriy. In fact, the whole 
(potential) act is in danger of 
geezering out before it gets 
started. 

Sean Lennon is 36, Dhani 
Harrison is 33, and reluctant 
Beatle 2.0 Zak Starkey is 46. 

No wonder he’s reluctant. At 
his age you like to be in bed by 
10, which is not a rock-’n’-roll 
time zone. Zak is in danger of 
engendering Beatles 3.0: The 
Grand-Kids Are All Right. 

There are a host of Beatle 
larvae waiting in the wings 
if these four don’t want to 
play nice together, but they’re 
equally venerable. Julian Len¬ 
non is 49 and plays in a band 
called AARP (just kidding) and 
Jason Starkey is a slightly more 
sprightly 44. 

The interesting thing is that 
all these old guys are musi¬ 
cians. Less interesting, perhaps, 
is that, all together, their 
records have sold fewer copies 
than any of the other No. 1 hits 
generated by their Fab Fathers 
in their gloiy days. 

Lest we forget, an album 
called 1, which is a compilation 
of all 27 of the Beatles’ No. 1 
hits, released in 2000, is still 
the biggest-selling album of 
the 21st century, with 31 mil- 
hon copies sold by the end of 
2009. T^e Beatles are the only 
group to have the best-selling 
record in two decades: Sergeant 
Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Glub 
Band dominated the ’60s and 1 
dominated the 2000s. 

Into this epic tale wanders 
the warmed-over DNA of the 
next generation. So far, without 
much distinction. The most 
remarkable thing about their 
collective genius is a knack 
for weird band names, such as: thenewno2s. Ghost of a Sabre 
Tooth Tiger, Musty Jack Sponge and, my personal favourite, the 
Exploding Nudists. Nope. Never heard of any of them either. 

One or two of the 2.0 Beatles have enjoyed individual suc¬ 
cess: Zak Starkey has been a drummer for the Who and Oasis, 
which can be viewed as the most successful Beatles tribute 
band to date. Sean and Julian Lennon had their moments, but 
none of those moments holds a candle to Imagine. 

If the boys weren’t British, this could be a Greek tragedy in 
which the sons are crushed by the m34:hic reputations of their 
fathers. But it’s hard to feel sorry for the heirs of men who sold 
more than a billion records. 

Even if they sing out of tune, they’ll get by with a little help 
from their dads.

The Rolling Stones. Band goes ‘into training’ for their 50th anniversary 


Ronnie Wood says the Roll¬ 
ing Stones will meet in a 
recording studio later this 
month “to just throw some 
ideas around.” 

The guitarist for the 
legendary rock group said 
Monday that he and the 
band just want “to get the 
feel again.” 

He also added that the 
Rolling Stones 50th anni¬ 
versary is like training for 
something big. 

“It’s like working out for 


the Olympics or something,” 
Wood said. “You’ve got to go 
into training. So we’re going 
to go into training.” 

Wood made the com¬ 
ments Monday in an inter¬ 
view following a press con¬ 
ference for his exhibition. 
Faces, Time and Places, 
which features his own 
paintings. It includes pieces 
of him and his band mates, 
as well as Muhammad Ali 
and A1 Pacino. 

Wood, who said he first 


started painting at age three, 
enjoys doing it because it’s a 
reflection of his own ideas, 
unlike music, which he calls 
“a group effort.” 

The exhibit launched 
Monday and will close June 
30. 

Wood’s week will get 
busier when he is inducted 
into the Rock and Roll Hall 
of Fame on Saturday as a 
member of The Faces, along 
with Rod Stewart. It will be 
the second induction for the 


64-year-old Wood. The Roll¬ 
ing Stones were inducted in 
1989. 

He’ll also perform a solo 
show at the Golden Nug¬ 
get in Atlantic City, N.J., on 
April 21. When asked what 
fans should expect, he said: 
“Lots of surprises because 
I’m going to surprise myself. 
I don’t know what the hell is 
coming next. The whole set 
list is going to be made up. 
I’m making it up every day 
now.” 


Wood says he would love 
go on a solo tour “if I had 
enough time, but I have too 
many commitments.” 

He also talked about pos¬ 
sibly recording another solo 
album. 

“Lots of people don’t 
know I’ve made seven, 
‘cause most of my albums 
escape; they’re not re¬ 
leased,” he said, laughing. 
“Keith (Richards) says they 
all skyrocket to oblivion.”

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Van Gogh set to 
bloom in Ottawa 
exhibit this spring 


National Gallery 
of Canada. A lot of 

legwork went into 
gathering pieces for 
exhibit — be sure to 
see them 'Up Close’ 


The most difficult part of 
mounting a major Vincent 
Van Gogh exhibition in Ot¬ 
tawa, says Anabelle Kienle, 
was persuading galleries 
around the globe to loan out 
their treasured pieces. 

“It was a very tough thing 
because Van Gogh’s paint¬ 
ings are beloved. And when 
people come to institutions 
those are the paintings they 
want to see,” said Kienle, 
co-curator of Van Gogh: Up 
Glose, opening next month at 
the National Gallery of Gan- 
ada. 

“It took us several appeals, 
often, for one painting. We 
really travelled the world to 


convince those lenders to 
part with these pictures.” 

Art lovers eager to learn 
more about the post-impres¬ 
sionist master’s compelling 
interpretations of the natural 
world will be glad to know 
Kienle and her colleagues 
succeeded in borrowing his 
paintings that usually hang 
in galleries everywhere from 
Amsterdam to Honolulu. 

The exhibition of 45 care¬ 
fully selected canvases will be 
the first sizable display of the 
Dutch artist’s work in Ganada 
in more than a quarter cen- 
tuiy. 

It was co-organized by the 
Philadelphia Museum of Art, 
where the exhibition is cur¬ 
rently displayed. 

The show, which appears 
in Ottawa from May 25 to 
Sept. 3, focuses on Van Gogh’s 
detailed depiction of nature 
in the paintings he produced 
in France during the final 
three-and-a-half, often trying, 
years of his life. 


Upon moving to Paris in 
1886, Van Gogh drew on the 
hallmarks of Impressionism, 
incorporating vivid colour 
and bold brush work into his 
painting. He also began ex¬ 
perimenting with perspective 
and presentation, creating 
still-life images and outdoor 
scenes without a traditional 
background, focusing instead 
on blossoms, sheaves and 
tree trunks. 

Van Gogh’s oeuvre was 
largely unappreciated during 
his lifetime, and it is believed 
he shot himself at age 37. 
He left more than 2,000 art¬ 
works and a trove of reveal¬ 
ing letters, including many to 
his dear brother Theo, an art 
dealer. 

Today he is known not 
only as a primary influence 
on leading 20th-century 
painters, but as a complex 
artist whose work beguiles 
gallery-goers and commands 
staggering prices at auction.

staple: 

Chicken Tagine 


The cooking and serving 
dish known as the Moroc- 
can-style tagine is becom¬ 
ing more popular for home 
cooks in Canada, mainly be¬ 
cause of its versatility. 

The ceramic ovenware 
with the cone-shaped lid is 
heat resistant, durable and 
resists scratching or mark¬ 
ing. 

Here is a recipe to try 
when cooking in the vessel. 

An important part of this 
dish is Preserved Lemons. 
Lemons preserved in salt 
are a vital part of Moroccan 
cooking. They are simple to 
prepare and can be kept for 
several months. 

1. Place the olive oil and 
butter in tagine. When 
the mixture is hot, fry the 
chicken pieces, adding the 
onions, parsley, ginger, saf¬ 
fron, salt and pepper. 

2. Add 500 ml (2 cups) of 
water and sliced preserved 
lemons. Cover and cook 
for 30 minutes. Add a little 
water during cooking if ne¬ 
cessary and stir occasion¬ 
ally.

Olson recommends that if 
you’re going to eat sweets, bake 
them yourself, because home¬ 
made baked goods taste better 
than store-bought and don’t 
have overly processed ingredi¬ 
ents. “Baking at home means 
you control the ingredients, so 
you know exactly what’s go¬ 
ing in,” she says. “When you’re 
baking, you bake to share.” 

Making homemade, she 
adds, can also allow you to con¬ 
trol the portions. For example, 
make cookies twice as small so 
you only eat half a portion. 

Bake with Anna Olson also 
airs on Saturdays.

3. Add the lemon juice and 
leave everything to simmer 
for another 15 minutes. 
At the end of the cooking 
process, add the olives and 
coriander/cilantro, and 
serve directly at the table. 

4. Preserved Lemons: Wash 
1 kg (2 lb) of lemons. Rub 
them with salt and cover 
them with the salt for 12 
hours. Place the lemons in a 
container with the salt, cov¬ 
er with water, add 150 ml 
(10 tbsp) of vinegar to stop 
them from turning black, 
and add some bay leaves. 
Add about 150 ml (10 tbsp) 
groundnut peanut oil, and 
leave everything at room 
temperature for one week. 
Once they are preserved, 
you can store the lemons 
in refrigerator for up to six 
months after opening.

This recipe is designed for pies 
that have a wet fillin g, such as 
pumpkin, coconut cream and 
butter tarts. Make a half recipe 
if you just need a single crust. 

1. Combine flour, sugar and 
salt in a bowl. Cut in butter by 
hand with pastry cutter until 
only small pieces of butter are 
visible and mix begins to take 
on pale yellow colour. 

2. Stir water and lemon juice 
together.

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From teacher to tablet: Gadgets 
find their place in the classroom 



My iPad ate 
my homework. 

The Bring your own 
Gadget movement 
is gaining speed in 
Ontario schools 


Ontario’s elementary school 
curriculum spells out that all 
Grade 3 students must learn 
about the similarities and dif¬ 
ferences between urban and 
rural communities, although 
it leaves it up to teachers to 
figure out the best way to im¬ 
part that knowledge. 

As unconventional as it 
might sound, some kids are 
getting a lesson by pla 3 dng 
SimCity on an iPad. On a re¬ 
cent day at the HTS independ¬ 
ent school in Richmond Hill, 
Out., a small class of Grade 3 
students continued their social 
studies learning by tapping 
and swiping at iPads, building 
a city from the ground up. 

Some of the eight- and 


nine-year-old kids were quietly 
engrossed at the task at hand, 
intently micromanaging their 
city as it grew and problems 
emerged, while others excit¬ 
edly showed off their creations 
to nearby classmates. 

“I just lost 1,000 people, 
why did they move away?” 

“What’s a seaport? Oh, 


there’s a hot tub!” 

“They want a landfill, 
they’re going to get a landfill.” 

“I had an earthquake!” 

“What’s a residential tax?” 

Over the course of the year, 
the school has been experi¬ 
menting with ways to inte¬ 
grate the iPad into classrooms 
and use it as a learning tool. 


By September, teachers will 
be fully prepped on how to 
teach the whole curriculum 
with the help of tablets and 
computers. 

HTS isn’t the first school 
to OK the use of tablets in 
class and plenty more will be 
on board in time for the next 
school year. 


The Peel District School 
Board in Ontario, with 234 
schools and almost 153,000 
students, is encouraging stu¬ 
dents to BYOD — bring your 
own device, including smart¬ 
phones, tablets and laptops — 
starting in September. 

“School boards have really 
struggled with how to keep 
up in terms of technology, 
it’s impossible financially to

Surprise. Edmonton 
beats the odds to 
secure No. 1 pick again 


Already armed with a pool of 
young players that any NHL 
team would love to have, 
Steve Tambellini arrived at 
Tuesday night’s draft lottery 
not even thinking about win¬ 
ning it. And then the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers beat the odds and 
earned the No. 1 pick for a 
third straight year. 

“I guess if you’re in the lot¬ 
tery and you come here, you 
might as well win it,” said 
Tambellini, the Oilers general 
manager, whose team had just 
an 18.8 per cent chance to do 
it.

Car Tech. “There has just sort 
of been a sea of change going 
on in the police-vehicle plat¬ 
forms and the Crown Victoria 
couldn’t hold its place in the 
market any longer.” 


The Crown Victoria’s faU 
from grace after 15 years of 
dominance in the police-force 
market came as a result of sag¬ 
ging sales, rising fabrication 
costs and an increased push 
for more fuel-efficient vehicles. 
Ford reports that demand 
levels for the Crown Victoria 
shpped by 60 per cent in its last 


decade of production, and the 
vehicle was available only in 
fleet sales since the 2008 model 
year through its discontinua¬ 
tion in 2011. 

“The technology was catch¬ 
ing up to the Crown Vic also,” 
said Lt. Jim Flegel, a Mich¬ 
igan State Police officer with 
the MSP Precision Driving 


Unit. “Ford had to keep those 
vehicles up to date in terms of 
federal standards, and stuff all 
that money into the vehicle to 
keep meeting those standards. 
It just wasn’t feasible anymore 
so (Ford) decided to go with a 
different platform that was 
going to meet all the federal 
safety standards.” 

The end of the Crown Vic 
era (1955-56, 1979-80 and 

1983-2011) opened the market 
for a vehicle void in police de¬ 
partments throughout North 
America, though some agen¬ 
cies aren’t quite ready to dis¬ 
solve the relationship. 

Before production ceased, 
the Austin Police Department 
(APD) in Texas stoclq)iled 176 
Crown Victoria patrol cars to 
help protect and serve for years 
to come. 

Even with the end of the 
line for the Crown Vic, Ford

didn’t quietly concede its place 
as the top manufacturer of po¬ 
lice vehicles in North America, 
imveiling for the 2012 model 
year its next-gen cop car with 
the Ford Pohce Interceptor, 
which is built from the Taurus 
platform. But with a deep loyal¬ 
ty to the reliable Crown Vic in 
many departments, questions 
remained as to why Ford didn’t 
just tweak the Crown Victoria 
platform and replace the V8 
engine with the fuel-ffiendly 
Ecoboost V6 engine. 

Cunningham explained 
that in the name of cost ef¬ 
fectiveness, manufacturers 
routinely base their police and 
other specialty fleet vehicles 
on consumer models. And with 
demand for the rear-wheel 
drive Crown Victoria slipping, 
the best course became a new 
course from a financial and 
practicality standpoint. 

“It would be inefficient for 
Ford to keep around the plat¬ 
form just for a niche vehicle 
that maybe sells a couple of 
thousand a year,” Cunningham 
said. “The major manufactur¬ 
ers are looking for platforms 
that are more versatile, mod¬ 
em and fuel-efficient, which 
will probably look more at¬ 
tractive from an accoimting 
perspective and a city budget 
perspective also.” 

The Ford Police Interceptor 
breaks some new groimd with 
a front-wheel-drive platform 
that includes an all-wheel-drive 
option. 


The Michigan State Police 
Precision Driving Unit is at 
the forefront of police vehicle 
evaluation. And of the six four- 
wheeled pohce vehicles tested 
in September of 2011, for the 
2012 model year — Chevro¬ 
let’s Caprice 9C1, Impala 9C1 
and Tahoe utility; the Dodge 
Charger; the Taums-based Ford 
Police Interceptor sedan and 
Explorer-based utility vehicle 
— only the Ford models use a 
front-wheel-drive platform. 

“The front-wheel-drive was 
surprisingly a veiy predictable 
veMcle,” Flegel said of the per¬ 
formance testing results of the 
Ford models. 

“With front-wheel-drive 
vehicles, you kind of expect 
them to understeer (continue 
in a straight line when the 
steering wheel is turned). 
We did not get a whole lot of 
understeer with the new Inter¬ 
ceptor.” 

But Ford didn’t pigeonhole 
itself with a front-wheel-drive 
only model and added an all¬ 
wheel-drive version that comes 
with a 263-horsepower, 3.5-litre 
V6, or the turbocharged “Eco- 
Boost” 3.5-litre with 365 horse¬ 
power and 350 pound-feet of 
torque. 

“With the police that are 
used to their tmsty Crown Vic, 
they might be a little suspi¬ 
cious of the new platform be¬ 
cause it is a front-wheel-drive 
platform,” Cunningham said. 
“But the all-wheel drive ver¬ 
sion within that platform adds 
to the flexibility, and that may 
be something that brings the 
police forces on board with the 
all-wheel drive.” 

Flegel suggested that small¬ 
er departments or those situ¬ 
ated in areas of harsh winter 
weather, such as Canada, might 
actually prefer the front-drive 
model, while larger depart¬ 
ments with frequent freeway 
work and a need for higher 
speeds may be more likely to 
choose the all-wheel drive op¬ 
tion, or use some of each.

New York is one city that 
likes its electricity, especially 
in and around Times Square. 
It’s also a city that prides 
itself as a purveyor of vari¬ 
ous luxury items, like $100 
lunches and $35 per hour 
parking spots. 

So this week’s New York 
International Auto Show 
isn’t a bad venue at all, for 
the world debut of the In- 
finiti LE Concept. When 
it shows up in production 
form, sometime within the 
next two years, the Infiniti 
LE will be the first full-elec¬ 
tric vehicle from a major lux¬ 
ury brand. 

With a few notable excep¬ 
tions, production electric 
cars have so far been smaller, 
“hatchback” designs, which 
also wear their electric-ness 
on their sleeves. That’s what 
makes this Infiniti concept, 
purported to be about 80 per 
cent true to its production- 
ready form, such an inter¬ 
esting development. Early 
adopters and green enthusi¬ 
asts might be willing to take 
a few hits for the team, but 
will the luxury consumer? 

If it doesn’t cut it as a 
luxury car, it won’t mat¬ 
ter whether it’s powered by 
electricity, petroleum, or li¬ 
noleum. 

Infiniti is confident it can 
make electricity work for 
that luxury buyer. Big range 
and big speeds require big 
batteries, which in turn are 
heavy and need long char¬ 
ging times. 

Heavy is not good for 
handling and performance. 
Long charging times are not 
good for A-type personalities 
with places to go and people 
to see. Infiniti says the LE 
will crack this conundrum

with lightweight structures 
(aluminum panels), super 
aerodynamics (coefficient of 
drag of 0.25), high-tech bat¬ 
teries (Lithium-ion), and two 
charging systems (plug in 
and wireless). 

If all goes according to 
plan, the LE will be the first 
production vehicle with a 
built-in wireless charging 
system. Wireless charging 
via “inductive” energy flow 
has been around for decades. 
A lot of people have induct¬ 
ive stoves. One energy coil 
is connected to an energy 
source. It creates a magnetic 
field that excites electrical 
current in a second coil. In 
the LE’s case, a coil is located 
at the rear of the car, and the 
other coil, the one connected 
to a power source, could be 
safely encased on the garage 
floor. 

But inductive systems are 
usually only 80 per cent as 
efficient in transferring elec¬ 
tricity as the normal, with-a- 
plug way. 

“Less efficiency, yes, 
but tons of convenience,” 
counters Andy Palmer, a Nis¬ 
san vice-president with a lot 
on his plate, including global 
operations of Infiniti. 

He’s got a point. Just 
roll into your garage, and 
if you’ve bookmarked the 
parking place in the GPS, the 


Infiniti is ready to “self park” 
precisely over the charging 
spot, with a feature called 
Intelligent Park Assist. But 
Palmer is most proud of the 
concept’s sleek bodylines. He 
noted it was extremely diffi¬ 
cult to achieve those precise, 
sharp lines in the aluminum 


body panels. Three times 
they started again, to make 
sure this all-electric car was 
all Infiniti and all luxury. 

Of all the automakers, 
Nissan-Renault has placed 
the biggest bet on electric 
vehicles. 

The partners have gone 


on record sa 3 dng they intend 
to sell 1.5 million electric 
vehicles by 2016. 

2016 is the year when 
automakers have to achieve 
very low emission standards, 
so low that many wonder 
how automakers can meet 
them with the current tech¬ 


nology. Nissan-Renault has 
decided they’ll do it by hav¬ 
ing a lot of zero-emission 
electric cars in the mix. 

If they keep at least some 
of them as good looking as 
the LE Concept, it certainly 
wouldn’t hinder that strat¬ 
egy’s success.

Light and colour can be 
powerful forces, affecting 
our eyes and even our moods 
and perception. That can be 
very important when you’re 
driving so automakers de¬ 
sign their interior lighting to 
reduce eye strain, draw your 
attention to important infor¬ 
mation and make the vehicle 
soothing and comfortable. 

“We look at how people 
interact with colours,” says 
Mahendra Dassanayake, tech¬ 
nical leader in opto- electron¬ 
ics for Ford Motor Company 

“Lights, graphics and dis¬ 
plays are critical to drivers 
[and] we need to make sure 
that the information is pre¬ 
sented to the customer in an 
effective way.” 

On the upcoming re¬ 
designed Ford Fusion, driv¬ 
ers will be able to select the 
car’s ambient lighting from 
a choice of ice blue, blue, 
purple, orange, red, white 
or green. The company says 
that ice-blue lighting is a 
particularly strong choice. 


since it can help keep occu¬ 
pants more alert, and makes 
it easier for drivers to notice 
other information the car 
is providing. Green relaxes 
people, who breathe slowly 
and deeply in its presence. 
Orange is described as “out¬ 
going and optimistic,” while 
red evokes strong emotions 
and gets your attention right 
away. 

Messages communicated 
via the instrument cluster are 
colour-coded as well. 

“These are red, amber or 
green, depending on how 
critical the information is,” 


Dassanayake says. Just as a 
traffic signals use these three 
colours to indicate stop, cau¬ 
tion or move ahead, the car’s 
warning lights are coded 
similarly. A mild warning 
such as a reminder from the 
tire pressure monitoring sys¬ 
tem would warrant an am¬ 
ber light, while an urgent 
one, such as low oil pressure, 
flashes red to immediately 
grab the driver’s attention. 

The company also uses 
colour-coding on its MyFord 
Touch system, an in-dash 
touch-screen that accesses 
the vehicle’s climate, enter¬ 


tainment, telephone and 
navigation systems. With a 
different colour dedicated to 
each of the four areas, the 
driver can potentially find a 
specific function faster than 
reading each heading, which 
means less time looking away 
from the road. 

Automotive lighting will 
continue to evolve as new 
engineering and technologies 
are developed, Dassanayake 
says. And the field is wide 
open: other than grey or 
brown, there are no colours 
that aren’t open to considera¬ 
tion.
